MANUFACTURES BUILDING ELEVA- 
TOR FALLS TWO HUNDRED FEET. 


Before the Thirteen Passengers Realize 
Their Danger the Car Stops with a 
Jerk Thirty Feet from the Floor and 
Cannot Be Moved—Fire Department 
Called and People Descend in Indian 
File Down a Ladder—Almost a Panic 
on the Roof. 


* Thirteen visitors to the Fair fell in an ele- 
vator 200 feet from the landing under the 
great roof of the Manufactures Building at 
8:20 o'clock last night. Their lives were 
saved by the brakes on the car which canght 
and held it thirty feet from the floor, 
Elevator Man Ben Sharpe had just started 
from the landing-way, twenty-eight feet from 
the roof, with a car crowded with passengers. 
For some reason he suddenly lost control of 
the car and it shot downward at tremendous 
speed. The car is supposed to have an auto- 
matic check which prevents it from 
exceeding a certain rate of speed. 
The heavy load caused it to drop 
200 feet before these checks worked. 
There was still a distance-of thirty feet to the 
ground,and with all the efforts of the elevator- 
man the car could not be moved. The score 
of people in the car were at first stupefied by 
the sudden descent and it was not until the car 
stopped that they realized their danger.

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TAKE DOWN THE FLAG 


BRITISH EMBLEM IS TAKEN FROM 
BLARNEY OASTLE TOWER. 


Young Irishmen Break Through a Win- 
dow, Reach the Roof, and Cut the Ropes 
Which Held the Banner, but Are Pre- 
vented from Destroying It by a Guard 
Who Quickly Followed Them<—Crowds 
Surround the Village and the Afficers 
Have Trouble in Landing the Prisoners. 


The cutting down of the British flag by a 
party of young Irishmen was the cause of 
what at one time promised to be a serious 
riot at the Blarney Castle Irish Village last 
night. Ever since the arrival of the Earl of 
Aberdeen, Governor-General of Canada, four 
or five days ago the English flag has been 
hoisted from one of tue flag poles of Blar- 
ney Castle. There it has floated peace- 
fully beside the American and Irish flags 
which have been raised every day since 
the Fair opened. At 4 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon a party of young Irishmen visiting the 
village made threats that the British flag 
should come down, and attempted to carry 
their threats into execution. They were 
promptly ejected from the village, and as a 
precautionary measure the door at the foot of 
the tower leading to the Blarney Stone was 
bolted and a guard stationed in front of it. 

At 8:30 o’clock the original crowd with re- 
inforcements of half a dozen men returned to 
the village. Before their plans could be com- 
prehended two of the invaders had mounted 
the fence on the west side of the village, where 
by the exercise of a good deal of gymnastic 
dexterity they managed to break one of the 
second-story windows of the lower floor and 
gain access. A Columbian Guard was imme- 
diately at their heels, but the invaders proved 
to be the. better sprinters and reached the 
summit of the tower in advance.

Sometime after the guaranty was filed 
rumors became current in Princeton that the 
signatures which it bore were not genuine. 
These rumors came to the eats of the officials 
of the Peru Bank, in whose interest the guar- 
ranty had been obtained. As yet, however, 
they have done nothing to decide the matter 
for themselves. They simply state that 
*Glenn”’ Reeve. after they had repeatedly 
demanded a settlement from him, finally 
brought them this document and their attor- 
ney put it on file. 

Mr. Ferris, however, stated distinctly today 
that he had never signed the guaranty; that 
his name upon it was a forgery; and that his 
seal had been used without his knowledge. 
Mr. Tracy Reeve also declares that he hag no 
knowledge of signing any such document. 

Mr. Ferris declined yesterday to discuss the 
matter in any detail. It is easy to see, how- 
ever, Tracy Reeve being practically blind, 
how a designing man who is in his confidence 
could obtain his signature under a misappre- 
hension, and to any one having a key to the 
Citizens’ National Bank the seal would have 
been available. 

It is on this guaranty that a great fight will 
probably be made. Eckles & Kyle, attor- 
neys for the Peru Bank, state that if the guar- 
anty is declared a forgery by the alleged 
signers criminal proceedings against ‘Glenn’ 
Reeve are certain to grow out of it. 

Some few days after this paper was filed 
‘Glenn ”’ Reeve, talking to the President of 
one of the local banks, said that in his opin- 
ion his father was very foolish to give such a 
guaranty. He felt able, he said, to take care 
of himself, and he thought his father was go- 
ing altogether too far.

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Not more than thirty minutes elapsed from 
the time of the accident until the people were 
rescued, but in that time the news had spread 
that an accident had occurred in the Manu- 
factures Building, and that was sufficient to 


draw a ‘crowd of 10;000 people. “Awsooii as it } 


was seen that no one was hurt the crowd became 
funny. The people in the car were assailed 
with all sorts of jibes and questions and 
humorously told to come off their perch. 
Some one wanted to know if they would be 
home for breakfast. After the ladder was 
placed and the rescue began as each person 
was taken down a mighty cheer went up from 
the people present. This was continued until 
each one had gotten out in safety. 

The Columbian Guards formed a circle 
about the shaft and as each one got through 
this line his or her hands were seized and 
shaken by the people in the crowd. Before 
the rescue had begun a man in the car took it 
upon himself to inform the crowd in a humor- 
ous speech that all were alive and doing well. 
His speech, however inappropriate, tended to 
allay the excitement to a considerable extent 
and he was heartily cheered. 

There were no passengers in the car that as- 
cended simultaneously with the one that fell. 
The conductor, George Hancock, was con- 
siderably frightened when he suddenly began 
his involuntary ascent toward the roof, and 
more so when he found his car stuck thirty 
feet from the top. He was obliged te climb 
up the shafting in order to get out. 


Nearly a Panic on the Roof. 


A number of people who were still on the 
roof were at a loss to account for the excite- 
ment below, and it was feared at first that it 
might cause a panic. The gongs of the en- 
gines struck as they came driving up and 
added to the confusion. When they stopped 


in front of the building the people 
on the roof felt decidedly « uncom- 
fortable. The guards, however, assured them 


that there was no danger, and assisted them 
down by means of the four stairways. There 
was at first a tendency to dangerous haste, 
but the quick action of the guards who hastily 
formed about the upper landings prevented 
what might have been a fearful crush and con- 
sequent loss of life. 

Conductor Sharpe of the elevator which 
made the descent said: 

We had just started down, when everything 
seemed to let go and we dropped like a flash. I 
was scared at first, but as soon as I regained my 
presence of ‘mind I attempted to stop our de- 
scent. When within thirty feet of the floor I 
seemed to have it under control, but it 
would not move after that, and I found 
that we were simply stuck. When it began 
to fall some of the women who were in the 
car started to scream, but it all occurred so 
quickly that they did not have time to realize 
whatwas happening. After wehad stopped wo 
tried to reassure them and they did not seem to 
mind it somuch. When we had got just half way 
down I saw the other elevator, which is attached 
to the samerope as this, whiz by, and I saw 
George, the elevator man, with a scared look on 
his face, which was as white asa piece of paper. 

Official Explanation of the Fall. 


George E, Deane, representing the Hale 
Elevator company, was standing at the foot 
of the elevator when the accident occurred, 
He said last night: 

‘‘Ordinarily when one or more elevators 
are used in a building we have an engine to 
each separate car. In this instance, however, 
one engine operated the two cars over the 
same drum as the cars ran up and down alter.

ORATORY AND MUSIC. 


NEW-YORKERS SPEAK FAIR WORDS 
IN PRAISE OF THE EXPOSITION. 


Great Gathering in Festival Hall to Greet 
the Noted Men of the Metropolis Who 
in Eloquent Phrases Blended Oongrat- 
ulations to Chicago for the Success At- 
tained and Assurances of the Hearty 
Good Will of Their People=Mayor Gil- 
roy Respouds tp Harrison’s Greeting. 


The last shadow of jealousy between New 
York and Chicago has gone. It vanished en- 
tirely when the two Mayors exchanged greet- 
ings at Festival Hall and four of Gotham’s 
greatest orators publicly acknowledged this 
city’s triumph. Posing as the central figure 
of an extraordinary scene the chief executive 
of America’s metropolis declared that his peo- 
ple felt more than ordinary satisfaction in 
testifying to their appreciation of the energy, 
industry. and liberality which have distin- 
guished the citizens of Chicago in getting up 
such a magnificent Exposition. In 
the midst of 8,000 enthusiastic celebrators 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison proclaimed Chica- 
go’s successful consummation of the greatest, 
the grandest achievement ever undertaken, 
and Mayor Thomas F. Gilroy assured him 
that all New-Yorkers were proud of it. 

The principal feature of ‘‘ Manhattan day”’ 
festivities brought together one of. the most 
brilliant assemblages in any way connected 
with special events of the Exposition. In 
honor of the occasion Festival Ha!l was beau- 
tifully decorated with the flags of all nations, 
State banners, and American shields im- 
bedded in stands of colors. The Stars and 
Stripes predominated. They formed a 
curtain, held up in festoons. by red 
rosettes, hung around the front of the gallery 
and along the edge of the stage. The New 
York coat-of-arms attracted attention as the 
centerpiece in front of the speakers’ stand. 

Festival Hall Is Crowded. 

The exercises commenced at 1 o'clock. 
Long before that hour, however, hundreds of 
men and women wearing white badges ob- 
tained admission and found seats in the hall. 
Mayor Gilroy, most of the speakers, the Com- 
mittee of 100, and many prominent New- 
Yorkers left the State Building in a body at 
12:30 o’clovk and marched down to the hall. 
In the meantime Prof. Tomlins had massed 
his Columbian chorus of 600 singers in front 
of the big organ and Innes’ Thirteenth Regi- 
ment band filled in the wait with the 
‘*William Tell”’ overture and other selections. 

Chauncey M. Depew came in alone and se- 
lected a chair near the speakers’ stand, His 
appearance was the signal for a. hearty greet- 
ing. Directly Mayor Harrison walked briskly 
upon the platform, followed closely by Mayor 
Gilroy, Archbishop Corrigan, Gen. Horace

Mayor Harrison Speaks First. 


When Mayor Harrison arose to open the 
exercises with an address of welcome every 
part of the great hall was filled to overflow- 
ing. The boxes were all occupied by special 
parties of Gothamites. Prayer was first of- 
fered by Chaplain John W. Brown of the Old 
Guard. 

Mayor Harrison rather surprised some of 
the New-Yorkers, although they took him 
good-naturedly, and his remarks were freely 
punctuated with laughter and applause. He 
said: : 

Mr. Mayor and Officers of the New York Com- 
mission, Gentlemen of the Committee, Gentle- 
man of New York, and Ladies and Géntlemen 
from Manhattan Isle: It is my exceedingly pleas- 
ant duty to welcome today to this, our Colum- 
bian World's Fair, the people of New York City. 
When this thing was commenced it was thought 
throughout the East and throughout many parts 
of the world that Chicago had undertaken a 
thing that it could not do; that at 
last Chicago had found its Waterloo. It 
was prognosticated in many lands that our 
attempt would be a failure. Even the elements 
seemed to conspire against us. During May it 
rained. During June it rained to a considerable 
extent, but Providence, like Hercules when he 
put his shoulder to the wheel, hélped us out of 
our difficulties, and for more than four months 
following the heavens have been in our favor. 

By the great success of this Exposition, by the 
magnificence of this World's Fair, New York has 
confessed that Chicago could do somethi 
worthy of the Nation. [Laughter and applause. 
That confession was all we wanted. f aughter 
and applause.| We felt that when New Vork 
could look upon its own sister of the West. 
white it could acknowledge our triumphs 
that we’were not its rivals, at least for today. 
{Applause.| But we can promise you that we 
will rival you. [Laughter.] You have given us 
your praise and today you have come in your 
mighty might to view the grandest spectacle the 
world ever knew. |Applause, | 

No man that has lived in the Old World has 
ever seen anything like this White City that (‘hi- 
cago has erected in honor of Christopher Colam- 
bus and for the glory of the United States. [Ap- 
plause.} No man in the past ever dreamed of it 
except the poet. No man designed it except a 
madcap architect. No man in words, 
even your silver-tongued Dupee siadghter] . 
Il mean Depew—(laughter|—could describe 
it or could have told the world what we 
were going to do. ut New York came to our 
rescue and patted us on the back and said: ‘' My 
boy, you have done well.”’ The railroads came 
to our help, though late, and the world is coming 
to see us. The railroads do have a few accidents, 
it is true, but even the President of the New York 
Central started from New York at 1 o' clock—— 


Mr. Depew—Three o'clock. 
Those Who Made the Exposition. 


Mayor Harrison—Three o'clock andshere he is 
and not a single bone broken, and you will 
learn before he is through, before these exercises 
are through, that his tongue is not lined with 
silver alone, but like the New-Yorker he is, it is 
plated goiden.

The great Manufactures 
and Liberal Arts Building, covering grounds, so 
itis said, of over forty acres, and possibly the 
largest in the world, I am prund to say is also the 
work of New York genius. So, while this great 
Fair refiects credit upon Chicago, I am giad to 
say New York has not been behindhand in mak- 
ing ite*claim. 

; he worthy Mayor of Chicago has stated that 
Chicago would not rival New York, but advised 
New York to look to its laurels. Let me say 
that nothing will give greater gratification to 
New York than to see this great metropolis of 
the West making strides in its direction. We 
have no fears of the result [applause and laugh- 
ter|,and the laughter wit which his remarks 
was received by you clearly indicates that you 
understand the tone and bandyism in which he 
spoke, 

It Is an Honor to Be Present. 


But Iam not here to sustain New York, nor 
am 1 here to vindicate any claims it may make. 
Itis abundantly able to take care of itself. I 
am here to say that it is with feelings of profound 

leasure that I reciprocate the greetings of Mayor 

arrison and express the gratitude of all 
New-Yorkers at the kind manner in which they 
were conveyed. It is an honor indeed 
for New-Yorkers to be present upon this memora- 
ble occasion; and we have more than orilinary 
satisfaction in testifying to our appreciation of 
the energy, industry, and liberality which have 
distinguished the people of Chicago in getting 
up this magnificent Exposition. There can be no 
doubt that the result of such expositions as this 
will be to bring together all the peoples of all 
countries in closer communion. 

New York has been, indeed, anxious to obtain 
the location of the World's Fair; but although 
a New-Yorker of New-Yorkers, I cannot help ex- 
pressing the belief that it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, for New York or any other city 
on the globe to have exceeded the magnificence 
of this great Fair. It is not alone Chicago that 
is to be congratulated; it is the whele country 
and indeed the whole civilized world, of which 
this great Exposition is but an epitome, We 
take pride as New-Yorkers in being & portion of 
that great country the genius of which has made 
such an exhibition possible. [Applause. | 

No one who has ever visited the-wvreat White 
City can possibly forget it; and the spectacle of 
the Court of Honor illuminated by electric lights, 
with its fountains playing. surrounded by build- 
ings of superb architectural construction, is a 
dream of beauty materialized. 


Sad Reflection of Its Passing. 


There is one sad reflection connected with the 
White City; it is that within a few weeks, or 
months at furthest, these magnificent specimens 
of architectural art, together with all that they 
contain of human greatness and civilization, 
shall have passed away. I cannot help but think 
that any outiay, however great, that would tend 
to preserve these magnificent buildings in monu- 
mental marble would be an expenditure for 
which the country would receive a lundred-fold 
in the libétal education which our population 
would receive in visiting them and in the expan- 
sion of mind and elevation of thought which 
they would evoke. [Applause. |} 

We have here exhibited the best efforts of man- 
kind from all portions of the globe. Architecture 
in its grandest forms, the marvelous possibilities 
of electrical science as shown by the human 
voice transmitted so as to be heard upon a ray of 
electric light, the beautiful and astonishing pro- 
ductions of manufactures and the liberal arts, 
machine power which challenges the admiration 
of mankind, the t products of the fruits of 
the earth. In fact, this great Exposition, with 
all its wealth of the products of civilization and 
progress, closes an era and marks an epoch. 

it is the transfiguration of man’s industry and 
man’s effost. Itisa subject to which it would 
be impossible for me to do justice. Itis only fit- 
ing that I should pay this passing tribute to its 
greatness and its grandeur. here are others to 
follow who are better fitted and more capable of 
doigg justice to this magnificent theme, and to 
them i will leave the pleasant task. 

Again, ladies and gentlemen, as the Chief Mag- 
istrate of the empire city ofthis country, I wel- 
come you tothe *“ White City,” created by the 
metropolis of the West, and hope and believe 
that this renewed intercourse will bring these 
two cities more closely together ina. bond of 
union and brotherly love.

Gen. Horace Porter’s Address. 


Gen. Horace Porter was then introduced 
and spoke as follows: 


As in ancient times all roads led to Rome, so at 
the present time all roads lead to Chicago. To- 
day the city of the seaboard comes to lay its 
tribute of admiration and respect at the feet of 
the city of the lake side. Therefore, in what I 
shall have to say, my story will be “A Tale of 
Two Cities.” 

When “ Manhattan day” was designated and 
consecrated os day in which the City of New 
York was to Offer its testimonial of appreciation 
tothe great Exposition her citizens arose en 
masse to make their pilgrimage to the Fair. The 
numbers that have come have n limited only 
by the limits of transportation. 

y first and most agreeable duty is to express 
to the officers of the Exposition and to the peo- 
ple of Chicago, in the name of the people of Vow 

ork, their profound acknowledgments and their 
deep sense of gratitude for the cordial and un- 
bounded welcome which has been extended 
to them. Your people have vied with 
one another in pressing the cup of 
greeting toour lips ere we could remove the 
stains of travel from our garments. We have 
come to unite with you in the celebration of four 
centuries of history. We stand here today en- 
tranced with the grandeur of achievements, in- 
spired by the majesty of events. We find our- 
selves within the border of a State wnich did 
not exist at the time of the inauguration of our 
National Government, but which now contains a 
single city with a population nearly half as great 
as, that of all the thirteen original States. 
We are etichanted by the sight of this 
phantom city, phantom-like in color, phantom- 
like in the suddenness with which it has ap- 
peered before the eyes of men. We find its 

uildings, palaces, its grounds and gardens, its 
lakes and lagoons and islands a picture of fairy- 
lana, looking as if it had been summoned into 
being by the magic wand of an enchantress. We 
are almost awestricken as we stand within the 
shadows of these majestic tempies of art. 
Every branch of every science and of every art 
seems to have been laid under contribution in 
the achievement of these marvelous results. 

You have taught us that art is more godlike 
than science, for while science discovers, art cre- 
ates. Ifan emperor could stoop to pick up the 
brush dropped by a Titian, if Meisesdier could 
kiss the Slipper once worn: by Michael 
Angelo, all men may bow to art. 
The art works upon which we gaze today speak a 
universal language and imparta lasting pleasnre 
to all. They appeal to our highest senses and 
awake our noblest emotions. hey are an eter- 
nal benediction. They induce the power of re- 
fiection and inspire us with the majesty of the 
creative faculty. They cause us to realize more 
fuliy than ever before, Lytton’s definition of art: 
“The effort of man to express the ideas sug- 
gested to him by nature, of a power above nature, 
wheter that power lie within the recesses of his 
own being in that great first power, of which 
nature, like himself, is but an effect.”’ 


Like Cireling the Globe. 


A visit to the Fair is the equivalent to a trip 


around the entire circuit of the globe. Here we 


meetthe peoples of all nations, we hear their 


language and their music, we see their faces and 


familiarize ourselves with their manners and 


eustoms. Here we are carried back 400 years in 
history. We see upon land the reproduced, Mon- 
astery of La Rabida; upon water the historic car- 
avels, those brave little crafts, frail in structure 
and diminutive im size, yet which rode the waves 
long enough to penetrate the mystery of the seas. 
to reconstruct the map of the world, and shed 
upon the gloom of the dark ages the light of a 
modern civilization ; those vessels which brought 


to our shores the illustrious navigator who broke 
the shackles of superstition, calmed the fears 


of timid men and gave a new world to commerce, 
to science, and tocivilization. From the progress 


made in the past who can tell how far the giant 


republic will 400 years hence dominate the policy 
of the world. This Nation was not born among 
the fabled tales and mysteries of barbaric ages, 
but planted fuily equipped upon this virgin con- 
tinent.

Our interests ag a republic have been specially 
concentrated in the celebrations o e several 
States of the Union. When Lilinois or Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio or Wisconsin, Kansas or Missouri, 
California or Oregon, Georgia or South Carolina, 
or any of the newer sisters of the West have done 
their best, the exhibit of their excellence and de- 
velopment has sent thrills of honest pride and 
joy t rough the Empire State of New York. [Ap- 
pious. t has been a pride and joy shared 

y all States when each one has demonstrated 
its claims for distinction and exhibited its 
growth. The lesson has been enforced over and 
over again until it has become the morning and 
evening salutation in every household in this 
broad land, that we are one people, the citizens 
of one grees 1epublic, and that whatever there is 
in any department of civilization or liberty which 
constitutes the peculiar merit of any State, is the 
common property of all the commonwealths of 
the American Union. 


Chicago Day a Fitting Leader. 


In this glorious festival and generous rivalry it 
was eminently fit that Chicago should take the 
lead. The 700,000 of its sons and daughters 
who passed th rough the gates of the White City 
on “Chicago day” were the living witnesses of 
the indomitable courage, the unfailing enthusi- 
asm, the comprehensive wisdom, and the brilliant 
genius which conceived and executed upon such 
superb lines by a World's Exhibition the celebra- 
tion of the four hundredth year of the discovery 
of America, [Applause.} No such crowd ever 
before was gat upon a civic occasion within 
the walls of the temporary abiding place of a 
Fair dedicated to industry and art. Properly 
concentrated and distributed they would form 
a’ constituency sufficiently —~ =a to be repre- 
sented inthe United States ate by enough 
Senators to block the wheels of legislation 
and stop the movement of aprepaens for the 
next céntury. [Laughter.] I will not pretend to 
»redict how many would have been within the 

undaries of the Fair on New York day had this 
exhibition gone to New York. Figures ate too 
commonplace and imagination is unequal to the 
task. [Laughter.) But New York was as proud 
and as happy as Chicago at this magnificent 
demonstration of interest, intelligence, and mu- 
nicipal pride in its sister city. Without stint, 
without limit, without reserve New York has feit 
an ever increasing admiration for the results on 
these grounds of Chicago’s pluck and power. 

We entered into the contest with Chicago, 
seeking to have the World’s Fair located in New 
York. Iam within bonds when I say there is to- 
day no one in New York who is not glee thes 
Chicago succeeded in that struggle. There is 
no one in New York who fails to appreciate the 
burden which was assumed and the sacrifices 
necessary to carry it to completion. 

With a thousand miles to traverse each way 
we could not be expected to bring here our hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors, but I speak 
authoritatively for the 8,000,000 of ple who 
constitute the metropolis in convey to Chi- 
cago their cordial congratulations upon its un- 


equaled success n this great un- 
dertaking. he world needed a dem- 
onstration of what the American peo 
ple in a new country, under 


new conditions and without tradi- 
tions, could accomplish, and they have had it. 
Not only has this exhibition excited the interest 
of all nations and tribes of men, but the wonder- 
ful gathering of 700,000 of the citizens of a 
single city only fifty years of age toshow their 
confidence in their town and their welcomé to 
its guests has been the talk of London and Paris 
of Vienna and Berlin. It has been discuss 
under the shadow of the pyramids, and has ac- 
celerated thought and action on the banks of the 
Ganges. 
No Rivalry Between the Cities, 


There is no rivalry, and can be none, between 
New York and Chicago. New York is misunder-

At the time when the press of this country and 
abroad was filled with the prodigious growth of 
the towns of the West and Northwest, there was 
a development going on in real estate west of 
Central Park which, in increase of population, in 
the cost of construction of buildings, and en- 
hancement of value of land, was greater than in 
any three or four of the booming towns of the 
country. (Applause. | 

The peried of the rivalry of cities in the United 
States has passed; the period of the competition 
of municipalities for competitive trade has 
gone by. The prodigious development of 
the internal commerce of the country, and the 
equally remarkable increase of transportation 
facilities to meet it, have thrown upon the 
great cities of the United States opportunities 
and reaponsibilities greater than they can man- 
age. It was possible twenty-five years ago for 
one great city, by increasing by liberal appro- 
priations its rail and water communications, to 
side-track a rival. Butthat day has gone by. 
The depopulation of the country and the over- 
crowding of the city present to each municipality 
problems of employment and support, which un- 
solved are dangerous to peace and property, and 
whose solutions are not he insight. The genius 
of the American people for government will meet 
and overcome these perils, but at present they 
confine the energies of municipalities within 
their own limits. ‘ 


The Two Commercial Capitals, 


The United States, stretching as it does from 
ocean to ocean, requires twocommercial capitals, 
one for the coast and the other for the interior. 
The capital of the coast, which must necessarily 
be the capital of the continent, has been fixed for 
half a century. The capital of the interior has 
been located by this Fair. Chicago is to be the 
center, gathering the products of the fields ana 
the mines, and New York the reservoir for their 
distribution through the country and abroad, 
[Applause. | 

New York can afford to exercise the quality for 
which it is distinguished of recognizing and ap- 
plauding the merits of Boston and Philadelphia, 
of Chicago and St. Louis, of New Orleans and 
San Francisco. It is proud of Duluth and Kan- 
sas City, of Portland, Ore., and Portland, Me. 
It knows that by the attraction of gravitation 
and opportunity, which have made London and 
Paris, the best products of literature, of the pro- 
fessions, of the arts, of the dramatic and of the 
lyric stage seek fame and fortune in New York. 
It knows that itis and every year will become 
more potentially the literary and financial 
center of the North American and South American 
continents. Every university, every thriving com- 
munity, every condition of remarkable enterprise 
anywhere in the United States is a nursery for 
New York. The intellectual and material de- 
velopment, the growth and progress of any part 
of the country, while creating States and cities, 
are also creating new sources of wealth and 

ower for the cosmopolitan city of the New 
World. [Long applause. }

President Seth Low’s Address. 


Mayor Gilroy then introduced President 
Seth Low of Colambia College as the last 
speaker. Dr. Low said: 


Fellow citizens of Chicago and New York: 
When Gov. ee the second of the En- 
glish Governors of the Provin of New York, 

ra a new charter to the City of New York in 

670, or thereabouts, I give the date from mem- 
ory. he spoke ofghe city ih that instrument as al- 
ready an ancient city. m this ancient and 
historic city, which saw the last of the British 
soldiery depart when thé war of independeace 
had been won, which saw this Federal Govern- 
ment established by the inauguration of George 
Washington as the first President of the United 
States, whose gates, at the portal of the conti- 
nent, oom ewaen for the needy and the op- 
 atenpere of Europe, and outward into the bound- 

ess opportunities of the new world, from such a 
city we havé Gomé to bear greetings and congrat- 
ulations to this masterful and marvelous city by 
the great lake. No exhibit atthe Fair is to be 
compared with Chicago itself. Built and rebuilt 
in little more than half a century it stands today 
as truly oné.of the wonders o the 
world as the pyramids of Egypt. [Applause.) 

When Aladdin's palace sprung into being in a 
nighs one window was left unfinished, The most 
skillful artificers of the realm, with all the jewels 


of the kingdom at their command, worked for a 


year to complete this window. When it was done 


it did not compare with the rest of the palace, 
which a higher omer of genius had completed in 
asingle night. Something like this, think, 
must be said of the general setting and effect of 
every other World’s Fair compared with the 
unique beauty and poetry of the White City. It 
is little, I know, in the ears of the citizen of Chi- 
cago to say that Chicago has. sur every 
other city that has embarked on a similar under- 
taking. One should rather say, perhaps, that 
Chicago has surpassed itself. But that, fellow 
citizens, is preciseiy what has not been don 
This Fair is simply Chicago's energy and daring, 
trenalssing into beauty the stréngth of the great 
republic. 
car Wildeis reported to have said that the 

most beautiful constructions in this country are 
our bridges, suggesting the thought that the 
lines of the greatest strength are the lines of the 
govatene beauty. What can be more beautiful, 
or instance, than the outlines of the everlasting 
hills, whether one sees them in the dreamy mists 
ofasummer morning or sharp cut like a cameo 
against the sunset sky of autumn? Can anything 
be more graceful than every leap of Niagara? Go 
intothe Transportation Building and study the 
development of the locomotive. At first the ef- 
fort was to secure power only; but power being 
attained grage and beauty went with its increase 
hand in b , until at last the most modern lo- 
comotive. like the most modern ocean steamer 

is a thi of beauty as well as a prodigy of 
power. It is canleeges glory that it perceived 
this truth, so that without yielding the impres- 
siveness of size as an evidence of power it has 
yet succeeded in showing its power best by ox- 
pressing it in beauty. [Applause.]} 

Fittingly in an tnland City. 

There has always seemed to me to be a pe 
culiar fitness in having this Columbian Fair heid 
in an inland city. No one who knows New York 
will doubt for a moment that New York 
would have shown itself splendidly equal to the 
emergency had the country’s honorin this mat- 
ter been intrusted to its keeping. But it means 
more to have the demonstration given that suc 
a Fair as this can be successfully held a thousand 
miles from the sea. I venture little in saying that 
such a thing would not have been ble in any 
earlier stage of the world’s history. The sea has 
been the highway of the nations, and rivers have 
been their thouroughfares until withim a period 
hardly longer than fifty years. 

It isa curious fact that while man's natural 

habitat is the land and not the water it has al- 
ways until our own day been easiey for him to 
move long distances and to transport heavy 
weights by water than upon the land. The City 
of New York, indeed, through one of its conspic- 
uous citizens-DeWitt Clinton—by urging to 
completion the Erie Canal gave the first great 
impulse te the Westward movement of popula- 
tion that resulted in the founding of Chicago. I 
pause a moment to point out how natural a gift 
that was fromm a ¢ity that had been New - 
sterdam, the daughter of ._ Holland, the land of 
canals. But another day was soon to dawn. 
Whep Commodotg Vanderbilt acquired control 
of the New York Céntral and the Hudson River 
railroads he was aSked what he meant to do with 
them. His reply was he meant to dry up the 
Erie Canal and to drive every vessel off the ud- 
son River. 
_ He did not literally mean that, of course. But 
in those words there spoke the Seer. He per- 
ceived, long before most of his contemporaries, 
the vast possibilities of land carriage by steam- 
power over an artificial roadway. Thos it is that 
a World's Fair in Chicago has a significance that 
it could not have npon_ the seaboard. It is sig- 
nificant, not only of the New World, but of a new 
era in human affairs. If it be true, therefore, 
that a modern lumbus would have no more 
worlds to discover, a modern Galileo may still 
proclaim.’ the world moves.” Lsneeatee. 

Fellow-citizens of Chicago, it has been the 
pleasure of New York to aid in every way the suc- 
cess of this Exposition. How much the archi- 
tects, the artists, and the merchants of New York 
have contributed to its suecess this is not the 
place tosay, As the Exposition draws to a close, 
amid signs of a poplar appreciation, justly its 
due, New York has but a single word to say: We 
congratulate you and we thank you, citizens of 
Chicago! You have made us more proud than 
ever to be Americans. [Applause.] 

The chorus and audience sang ‘‘ America,” 
the band playihg the accompaniment. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan then pronounced the benedic- 
tion. 

The speakers were all given a hearty wel- 
come and their utterances aroused the liveliest 
expressions of enthusiasm. When Mayor 
Gilroy and Mr. Depew were presented the ap- 
plause was continued two or three minutes, 
and at the request of some enthusiast each 
was given three cheers and a tiger.

**New York” moved from its place and took 
its station in the line. Thecolumn was head- 
ed by ten Columbian Guards. They were fol- 
lowed by 100 Chicago Hussars, who had not 
dismounted from their patade with the Old 
Guard. The Iowa State band was given the 
post of honor as the first musical organiza- 
tion in the procession. When command was 
given.to take up the march fifteen Columbian 
Guards around each float simultaneously 
lighted their fountains of red fire, which were 
carried throughout the entire line of march, 
New York Heads the Line. 

The first float was in white and gold, made 
in the shape of a pedestal, and was sur- 
mounted by a figure of Liberty Enlightening 
the World, carrying in her hand a dazzling 
calcium light. -At the. base were twenty-five 
figures representing as many nations, while 
over thei heads hung the national flags of 
their respective countries. On the sides of 
this float were large pictures of New York 
Harbor and the Brooklyn bridge. It was 
strictly a New York float, and was given the 
position of honor in the line. 

Fhe next float, representing the independ. 
ence of the United States; bore characters re- 
semnbling Washington and his Generals— 
Greene, Putnam, Lafayette, and others. Fol- 
lowing this came the float representative of 
Chicago in 1812, and bore eighteen people, 
some of whom were the pioneers who estab- 
lished Fort Dearborn, and the others the In- 
dians who brought about the memorable 
massacre. War was represented in the next 
float by: the great “Generals of the 
late war, Grant. Sherman, Sheridan, Logan, 
Yates and Douglas. Mr. Wells in arranging 
this float selected persons who bore close like. 
nesses to the characters they wished to repre- 
sent, and the resemblance was noted by a 
great many along the line of march, who 
easily picked out the familiar faces. Seated 
in a chair on the summit of this float was a 
figure of Chicago, while underneath on the 
rear were members of the Ellsworth Zouaves.

Great Display of Fireworks, 

A display of fireworks, which surpassed in 
every way anything that was ever given at 
Coney Island, dazzled the New-Yorkers last 
night on the east side of the Manufactures 


Building. The program for the even- 
ing included the discharge of forty- 
eight pieces and the ascension of two 
balloons. 


cension at 7:45 o’clock. When the balloon 
reached {the height of 2,000 feet, a time fuse 
lighted up a set piece and spelled out the 
words in fire ‘* New York” 1n letters ten feet 
square. As it arose the search lights from 
various parts of the ground were played upon 
the balloon until it looked light a rising moon. 

Twenty-five minutes later another hot-air 
balloon was sent up carrying a set piece fifty 
feet square, which gave out golden rain, red 
and green fires, and Roman candle balls. Six 
launches, five specially built boats, four 
steam tugs, and the two piers at that end of 
the grounds were used in making the 
display which followed, and which has 
not been surpassed by any displays given 
at the World’s Fair grounds since the Fair 
cpened. The Falls of Niagarf was graphic- 
ally pictured by a set pipe fifty feet high and 
200 feet long. The Ferris Wheel in tire 50 
feet high revolved and’ gave off sparks and 
colored lights in great profusion. An open 
golden fan preceded an excellent likeness 25 
feet high of Mayor Gilroy in white fire. 

Une of the pieces that created the most ap- 
plause was that of Father Knickerbocker 
linked arm in arm with the figure of Chicago, 
represented by a young girl pointing to the 
motto, ‘* The Metropolis of the East Con- 
penteates the Metropolis of the West.’’ The 

rooklyn bridge in colored lights was another 
set piece of the evening which brought forth 
many cheers. A ton of colored fire was used, 
together with 1,000 shells of different caliber 
and design and 6,000 rockets.

CREIGHTON TALKS FROM A BALLOON, 


Interesting Incident of First War Airship 
Used Since the Rebellion, 

The first balloon ascension given under the 
authority of the United States army since 
Gen. Clemens’ experiments in the late war 
was given yesterday on the plaza in front of 
the Government Building. It was a success, 
For some time the United States Army signal 
Corps has been watching with interest the 
experiments made by foreign army corps 
with balloons, and has frequently petitioned 
the government for an appropriation to make 
experiments. Success came finally, and the 
balloon was finished some time ago. 

The air ship was spread yesterday after- 
noon, and T.S. Baldwin of Quincy, Ill., was 
placed in charge, with the entire Signal Corps 
at his command to help him, After several

Bureau County is 
fullof rich old farmers who haye known 
Tracy Reeve for fifty years. They admire his 
hardheaded, if penurious, business methods 
and his strict honesty, aud they are willing to 
suffer in silence rather than add to his bur- 
dens. ~

A good many people in this town lay it, all 
to the financial panic. They declare that if 
the Sherman bill hadn’t started people going 
around to the banks with heavy checks young 
‘‘Glenn” Reeve would be still a power in the 
financial world. They still -hhave gonfidence 
in-his ability to pull himself out of almost 
any financial strait under ordinary circum- 
stances. It was, in fact, the efforts of one of 
the many banks which he honored with his 
patronage to realize on securities which they 
held for loans made to him that led to the first 
discovery of his quéstionable methods. When 
the strain came banks all over the county began 
to call on Mr. Reeve to help them out of their 
difficulty by substituting cash for gome of his 
vaper. He found it then impossible to do as 
he had done before, settle with Peter by bor- 
rowing from Paul. The _ considerable 
amounts of bank stock whfth he held had no 
cash value on demand and the market price 
of his water bonds, silver mine stock, cattle 
stock, and other collaterals sunk to a point at 
which it was impossible to realize anything 
near their real value. More than that a large 
part. of them had already been hypothecated. 
Then the bank, failing to realize from the 
principal, began to call on the indorsers of 
the many notes which they held as security 
for cash payment, and when théy did that 
the career of “‘Glenn”’ Reeve as a finartcial 
dictator was at an end. Sharp telegrams 
passed between Robert Parks, here in Bureau, 
and his son in Larned, Kas. Calls began to 
be made upon old Tracy Reeve. Collectors 
were after **Glenn” so closely that he spent 
most of the time in Chicago, where he could 


keep out of their way. Not until then 
did the unbroken’ confidence of the 
community in the youn man 


begin to be seriously shaken. Then came 
the filing of the alieged forged guaranty, and 
with that the storm broke. The game was up. 
The guaranty was filed Aug. 8. Saturday, 
Aug. 12. “ Glenn’”’ was stilt in Princeton.

There was a soldier named Reeve who 
fought in ‘the war of 1812. Afterward he 
walked a couple of hundred miles down into 
Ohio and took upa claim. There he had a 
son born named Tracy. Tracy, when he got 
old enough, tramped over into Lilimois and 
took up aclaim down in Bureau County is 
1834. He raised potatoes on part of that 
land and shipped them 'to New Orleans on a 
flatboat. He wore one suit of clothes as long 
as 
bought another at some second-hand 
sale. Pretty soon he bought some more land, 
and before anybody knew it he owned 2,000 
acres in the heart of the Prairie State. Mean- 
while he was feeding the best of what his farm 
produced to his fat stock and living himself 
on what was left over. 

There were some pretty big men around 
Princeton in those days. John C. Bryant, 
brother of William Cullen Bryant, the poet, 
was one of them.

It came to pass that Tracy Reeve, who was 
born in 1807, and was. now growing old and 
prosperous, married a second time, and his 
bride was Sarah L. Bryant. By this time he 
had accurnulated 2,000 more acres of good 
land out ‘in lowa and had begun to branch 
out as a money-loaner. He always held his 
debtors to the strictest penny, but was equal- 
ly strict in fulfilling his part of every bargain. 
Wane. who would have liked to poke fun at 
Tracy Reeve’s cast-off clothes, were abashed 


by the thought of his wealth and 
importance in the community. They 
tell a story still down here 


that a certain Congressman named Baldwin 
died once upon atime, This statesman was 
chiefly brated because of the large white 
hat he Wore. Some time after his death 
Tracy Reeve appeared with the historic hat 
upon his own head, It fitted him well. It was 
still sound.

but he learned nothing definite as to his in.

Perv, Ill., Oct. 21.—[Special.]|—Joel Hop- 
kins, President of the Peru National Bank, 
was asked today by a reporter for Tuz Trrs- 
wuyz about W. Glenn Reeve, for ten years 
Vice-President and general factotum of the 
institution. He said the agreement of indem- 
nification was on file in the Recorder’s office 
at Princeton, Ill., but there was another that 
had never been put on record. He didn’t say 
so, but the paper that was sot recorded was an 
indemnification to the Peru bank from W., G. 
Reeve’s mother. Mr. Hopkins then said: 
“Ido not think it would be wise for me, at 
this time, to make any statement on behalf 
of the Peru National Bank concerning the 
transactions with W. G. Reeve. If other peo. 
ple choose to do so that is their affair. I will 
not. There may be litigation over this mat- 
ter,and it would be impolitic in meto say 
anything.” 

And then Uncle Joel subsided, and nothing 
could be extracted out of him. Tus Tripcne 
man asked him: 

‘* Mr. Hopkins, was all the paper mentioned 
in the schedule'to the agreement of Aug. 7 
spurious ?”’ : 

** No,” said Mr. Hopkins. ‘* Some spurious

His methods of life were simple, 
and he was regarded as an exceedingly esti- 
mable citizen.' In financial matters W. G. 
Reeve was looked upon asa little Napoleon. 
Everything connected with the Peru bank 
was under his charge. He had a block of 


stock in that institution, Mr. Hop- 
kins declined’ to say how much to- 
day, and was apparently getting along 


reasonably well with the world. About a 
year ago there seemed to be some kind of an 
eruption in the bank. Reeve parted with his 
stock and withdrew from the institution. 
Then the officers of the bank began forcing 
him to indemnify them against certain notes 
which he had in some way or other got dis- 
counted in that institution. They amounted 
inallto a trifle over $75,000. Mr. Reeve 
at first produced an indemnification signed 
by his mother, This was unsatisfactory to 
the bank and one day he handed over another 

urporting to be signed by his father. This 

e was forced to do bythe officers of the 
bank. The document was placed on record 
in the Recorder's office of Bureau County and 
there was an end of the sum so far as the 
Peru bank was concerned. 

Within the last two weeks, however, the of- 
ficers of the bank learned that Tracy Reeve 
said ‘he never signed the paper, and Mr. Fer- 
ris, the notary before whom the acknowl- 
édgement was purported to have been made, 
said his signature Was not genuine, and that 


his seal of office had been stolen for the 
purpose of attestation. This puts 
the Peru Bank to noend of trouble. If the 


signatures to the document are genuine it is 
indemnified fully against the spurious or 
worthless paper, whichever it may be. which 
W.G. Reeve foisted on it while Vice-Presi- 


dent of that institution. If Mf. Tracy 
Reeve’s signature is not genuine the 
bank cannot fail to be the loser, for 
the notes in question are compara- 


tively speaking valueless. The stockholders 
know this, and are ready at any time to make 
up the deficiency occasioned in the assets of 
the bank by the paper scheduled in the fore- 
going. The hank is solvent, and the stock- 

olders are worth many times the capital 
stock of the institution, so there is no difticul- 
ty on that score. There is no telling what the 
bank held over W. G. Reeve. At all events it 
had a hand big enough to force him out af the 
institution and he felt the necessity of giving 
it some kind of an indemnification. The 
Peru people know little about this, believing 
in every way that Reeve indemnified the bank.

PROBABLY MORE THAN TWENTY- 
SEVEN KILLED AT BATTLE OREEK. 


Conductor Seott Says Thirty-three Persons 


Were in Car No. 13, from Which Only, 


Two Passengers Are Known to Have 
Escaped=Efforts Being Made to Iden- 
tify the Burned Masses of Flesh at the 
Morgue=Two Evanston Men Numbered 
Among the Dead Arrive Home 6Gafely,. 


Battie Cregx, Mich., Oct. 21,—[Special.] 
—T. R. Stringer of Port Dover, Ont., is to be 
added to the list of dead. His business part- 
ner, J. R. Storm, arrived this morning and 
identified his body among the numbered but 
unnamed dead, 

George Millard of Brown & Millard, cigar 
manufacturers at Hastings, Mich., who was 
on the wrecked train, is miss.ng, and his 
partner believes he has perished, The body 
has not been identified. Relatives of A. K. 
Warner of Brockport, N. Y., are here trying 
to find out if he perished in the wreck, He 
was known to have been an occupant of the 
burned coach No, 13. 

Peter McDonald of Rochester, N. ¥., is 
also supposed to be among the unidentified 
dead at the morgue. His relatives arrived 
on the day express from Detroit at 11:45 
this morning, and are searching among the 
trinkets taken from the wreckage for some 
sigan of identification... Father Sadlier of 
this place is endeavoring to identify the 
body of the Rev. Father. Clark, known 
to have been killed in the wreck, 
He described the missing priest as bei 
short, slight, dark hair, front tooth filled with 
gold, dark overcoat, short undercoat, and 
weight 150 pounds. Considering the condi- 
tion of the ies the only item therein of 
any use for the purpose of identification 
was the fact that one of the front 
teeth was filled with yold. Father Sadlier 
made the search. When he was met on the 
stairway after an honest attempt to find what 
was left on earth of his brother he said: “I 
am afraid it’s no use. I shall ask for a better 
description by wire and then make another at- 
tempt. Only a gold filling in a tooth to iden- 
tify a man when many of the victims of the 
furnace are without heads!”’

Both 
Scott and Wooley, itis said, were physically 
not in condition to take out a train on the 
night of the wreck. They had, it appears, 
been working for ten days fourteen and 
sixteen hours a day, and Friday morning, it is 
said, the men were roused to man the special 
after having only a few hours’ rest from their 
last run. , 

Conductor Scott said there were thirty-five 
people in coach No, 18, from which only two 
persons are known to have escaped alive. 
The number of missing persons known to 
have been on the tiain at the time of the 


wreck who are not in the injured 
list would swell the dead list 
to thirty-three instead of twenty-seven. 


During the inquest tomorrow the matter will 
be thoroughly investigated, and Coroner Gil- 
lette is of the opinion that the nine unidenti- 
tied bodies will be'claimed, and perhaps more 
dead will be listed than the bodies recovered.

WILSON AND ARCHBFLL ALIVE, 


Evanston Men Reported Killed at Battle

of his escane: He, with Joseph S. Archbell, 
also of Evanston, were the only ones who suc- 
ceeded in extricating themselves from the

13, Mr. Archbell is suffering from a smashed 
ankle and Mr. Wilson is limping slightly from 
a bruised knee, 

Mr. Archbell was on his way home from 
New York City and Mr. Wilson was returning 
from Ithaca, N.Y. They sat in adjoining seats 
in the same car, Mr. Wilson helped rescue his 
fellow traveler from the flames, each went his 
own way again, both ignorant of the fact that 
they, the only two survivors of their car, were 
also fellow townsmen. Mr. Wilson had a 
thrilling experience, which he described as 
follows: “I had been playing on my guitar 
until late and at 10 o’clock got off at some 
station and mailed a postalcard. I then made 
myself as comfortable gs possible in my seat, 
which was near the rear and which I occupied 
alone, and fell asleep. The next thing I 
retinember was hearing a terrible’ crash. 
As| I sprang to my feet I saw 
what appeared to be the whole front 
crashing through the car. I was thrown up, 
my head striking the ceiling a violent blow. 
Everythiag was in darkness, but I soon _per- 
ceived that a man who had sat in front of me 
wag near and pinionéd by a shaft. I soon 
heard the flames crackling, and could see 

The smoke began to be stifling. 
I released my companion ps helped get him 
to the door where he was taken out. As 
soon asI put my head out willing hands seized 
mejand pulled me through. I helped get four 
or five persons out of the car that haa played 
havoc with ours, but was finally driven off by 
the| flames.”’ 

Mr. Archbell’s story follows: “I ocecu- 
pied an entire seat near the rear of 
the) fourth car from the engine. I was 
dozing when the crash came. J] was 
thrown violently up, my foot being caught 
between two seats and crushed, There 
was a young man that had been playinga 
guitar in the seat behind me. He helped me 
out, I think we were the only ones that es- 
caped alive from that car.”’

THREAT OF A GENERAL SANTA FE STRIKE 


Rumor Current in Kansas Is Denied by 
Trainmen in Chicago. 

Emporia, Kas., Oct. 21.—Ihere isa well 
founded report current here that a general 
strike will be ordered on the entire Santa Fé 
system if the employés are not paid Septem- 
ber wages by next Saturday. A committee 
representing both east and west divisions of 
the railroad trainmen, so it was inadvertently 
let out by a member today, waited upon 
Supt. Nickerson and told him the ultimatum 
of the order, Another condition of the de- 
mand was that wages should hereafter be 
paid the 20th of each succeeding month. The 
railroad men here say the instructions issued 
by the order are itive and the strike will 
go into effect if the demands are not con- 
ceded, 

Trainmen in Chicago who were asked last 
night as to the foregoing said there was noth- 
ing in it; that if a general strike was ordered 
a large proportion of the men would not quit 
work; that times were too hard now; that the 
strike would bea failure from the start be- 
cause the country was full of idle men willing 
to work for nothing; that the only effect of a 
strike now would be suicide; the throwin 
away at the wrong end ofa winter ofa oul 
job for nothing.

LABOR UNIONS AFTER POLICEMEN, 


Anger Over the Alleged Brutal Treatment 
of a Saloonkeeper. 

Labor unions are furious over the action of 
the police in the arrest and alleged brutal 
treatment ofa saloonkeeper, who is a member 
of alabor union. The story as told by W. C. 
Pomeroy and other labor leaders is as fol- 
lows: “At 1 a.m.

He asked 
for his hat and coat, and Officer Murrey 
knocked hifttrdown. He struggled to get back in 
the saloon,and Officer O’Shaughnessy drew his 
revolver and threatened if he did not accom- 
pany them peaceably he would shoot him. 
Patrick Egan, a laborer, who was 
in the saloon was also arrested. He was 
charged with assault and battery. Both Gan- 
non and Egan were arraigned before Justice 
Dooley. Egan was discharged. Gannon’s 
case was continued until Thursday. Then the 
Justice suspended decision to review the evi- 
dence, reduced the bonds, and continued the 
case for a rendering of the decision until 
Monday.

AGREE TO MAKESHIFT 


COMPROMISE THAT IS ALMOST A TO- 
TAL SURRENDER TO SILVER MEX. 


Terms of the Bill That Is te Harmonize 
Discordant Democracy in the Senate 
Include the Stoppage of Silver Pur- 
chases Oct. 1, 1894, and the Colnage of 
the Seigniorage Up to That Date—Re- 
publicans May Not Support the Measure 
in Absence of Provision for Bonda, 


Washineton, D. C., Oct, 21.—[Special,]— 
A cowardly makeshift after all, Discordant 
Democracy harmonizes by increasing the 
country’s silver liabilities up to $800,000,000 
or thereabouts. Forty-three Democratic $en- 
ators, or an actual majority, are pledged to a 
compromise bill which will be introduced 
Tuesday. It contains three propositions: 
adore the stoppage of silver purchases Oct. 1, 


Second— The coinage of the seigniorage up to 
that date, which is computed at more than §$80,- 


000,009. 
Third—The retirement of all notes—greenbacks 

and nationa! bank—under $10 except coin |cer- 

tificates, their place to be taken by silver comms. 


This is the outcome of what will have been 
nearly a three months’ extraordinary session 
of Congress called for the single purpose of 
stopping silver purchases, and of stopping 
them at once. Friends of the administration 
are expected to call it a concession and not a 
compromise. This legislation is to be secured 
by the hdmission that the majority of the Sen- 
ate cannot rule. The compromise goes 
through only because the minority consents 
toit. The administration started out for |un- 
conditional repeal. The silver men, with a 
strong public sentiment against them, made 
a campaign for compromise. They have not 
got everything they wanted. ) 

Real Victory for Silver Men. 

The plan of the silver men was to continue 
the silver purchases in reduced amounts for 
three years, but they have established that no 
legisiation can go through without their con- 
sent, and they have matie pretty good terms 
for themselves, though to satisfy ther con- 
stituencies they can pretéhd otherwise. The 
bill is to go through as a Democratic meas- 
ure, which is the only decent thing about it. 

It is not certain that there will be a single 
Republican vote cast for it. However, thirty- 
nine Democrats are down in black and white 
as agreeing to its provisions, and of the five 
others there are none who. may not come in. 
Senator Palmer has not signed the paper, but 
when Voorhees gives the word he will not 
stand in the way. The same is true of Mills 
of Texas. Irby of South Carolina, who has 
Populist leanings, is considering the matter 
with the probability that he will sign. Caffrey 
of Louisiana has not yielded. Hill of New York 
is threatening to vote against the measure, 
thinking it would be good politics to do so, as 
he denounced the proposition from the be- 

inning as a surrender. However, his col- 

eagues say he will have to come in line, as 
they don’t propose to having any Democratic 
Senator playing politics at their expense. 
Vilas and McPherson, administration Demo- 
crats, are holding off their names, but they are 
allright. Sois Brice of Ohio, Soa Demo- 
cratic majority seems absolutely assured. 
Provisions Cannot Be Changed. 

The provisions outlined cannot be varied 
from bezause to these five Democratic Sena- 
tors have given their signatures and any at- 
tempt at a change would release them from 
their pledges. The idea is to have the make- 
shift presented by Voorhees himself, though 
many of his colleagues have said he ought not

000. They were also holding out for Jan. 1, 
1895, as the time when the purchases should 
cease. Their object was to carry the pur- 
chases right through next year’s elections. 
When it was suggested that they could avoid 


the bond provision by yielding some 
time they consent to take ~ Oct. 
1, which would carry the qtestion 


right into the verge of next year’s electians, 
but they would not stop at August, as the ad- 
ministration desired. So they will have it in 
the silver Statés and in the Southwest as an 
object lesson to their own reélection that 
friends of silver are needed in Congress at a 
time when the purchases are stopped in order 
that additional legislation may be secured. 
Meanwhile little progress can be made 
towards an international bimetallic agree- 
ment, 
Invading Sacred Seigniorage. 

When the extra session was called nobody 
dreamed that in order to secure the stoppage 
of the purchases at a future date the Presi- 
dent would consent to an invasion of the 
seigniorage, which is regarded as a trust fund 
for inaintaining the parity of outstanding sil- 
ver obligations. The coinage of the seignior- 
age is it itself equivalent to extendi the 
Sherman law for a year and a half, but thig is 
not the main objection. The understanding was 
when that law was passed that the seigniorage 
was to be used solely as a guarantee for the 

arity. Its framers specifically declared so. 

{ silver had gone to an equality with gold 
there would have been no seigniorage and no 
necessity for such a safeguard. 

The Treasury undoubtedly needs the money 
it will get from this source badly to meet the 
current deficit, but the manner of doing it} is 
looked upon asa direct blow at the public 
credit. It isasif a trustee should use the 
profits of trust funds to pay his own private 
debits. Bad as the proposition is it might 
have been defended if there had been’ a 
specific authorization of bonds for increasing 
the gold reserve up to the amount of this 1n- 
creased liability. But there is nothing of the 
sort. Ata time when the gold reserve ranges 
under $90,000,000 the silver liabilities are 
increased by considerably more than that 
amount, for with the purchases for an- 
other year and the coinage of the seignior- 
age there will be at the lowest calculation 
more than $130.000,000 of silver circula- 
tion put out. This is making allowance for 
Treasuty Department manipulation which 
may prevent buying the full amount monthly 
because of the attempt of the silver specu- 
lators to get more than the market price. 


Republicans Object to Provision, 


The Republican Senators who have been 
urging the Democratic majority to settle the 
question in some form will not accept this 
provision. While they refrained from com- 
menting on the terms ofa bill which is pot 
yet published they knew that this objectiona- 
ble provision was contained init. When one 
of his colleagues sought out Senator Sherman 
he shook his head gravely and declined to 
state in advance what he might have to say) in 
the Senate. 

Senator Aldrich, whoisa member of the 
Finance committee, said: 

If the terms of their compromiee are asre- 

orted I do not see that there was much more 

eft for Mr. Cleveland to surrender. The coin- 
age of the seigniorage should never be agreed to, 
and if,as they say, there is no provision for 
bonds to strengthen the 3" reserve it becomes 
entirely inadmissible. do not see how any Re. 
publican can support their compromise. (Cer- 
tainly no ane who has been upholding 
the President's bands in his recommendation for 
unconditional repeal! can do it. 

It is doubtful if several of the Western Re- 
publicans who were willi to support a fair 
compromise will give their votes to this 
Democratic makeshift. Senator Carey of 
Wyoming was one of these, but he looks ion 
the use of the seigniorage as a grave objection. 
Senator Manderson of Nebraska was willing 
to increase the silver liabilities somewhat if 
at the same time, bonds were issued to pro- 
portionately strengthefi the gold reserve. 
Other Republicans were in the same position. 

Democrats Must Rely on Themselves. 

While the Democrats angled unsuccessfully 
to get some Populist support and while they 
are still reaching out for Republican recruits 
they admit that they must rely on their own 
party to pass the makeshift, and this is what 
they propose todo, They are satisfied that 
with Speaker Crisp’s help it can be put 
through the House without even referring it 
toa conference committee, but this will have 
to be done by Democratic votes. 100

MR, PEFFER CONCLUDES HIS SPEECH. 


Mormon Restoration Bill Passed During a 
Brief Respite in the Senate, 

Wasutnetor, D. U., Oct. 21.—The week has 
closed, but the legislative session of Tuesday 
last has not yet closed. It will have its sixth 
part next Monday and is as likely as not to 
run all through next week. It is the longest 
legislative day in the memory of the experi- 
enced journal clerk of the Senate except one 
at the time of the Electoral Commission in 
1877, when a legislative day of the Senate 
ran for thirty calendar days. 

Just as sdbn as aa quorum of Senators was 
obtained, which was at 10:20 a. m., the sil- 
ver purchase repeal bill was taken up and Mr. 
Peffer (Pop., Kan.) continued the speech in 
opposition to it which he began last week, and 
of which today’s installment was the fifth. 
More than the usual listlessness and inatten- 
tion prevailed as Mr. Peffer proceeded with 
his discourse. The quorum melted away, 
but there was no disposition to notice the fact, 
and consequently no call of the Senate. Mr. 
Petfer having yielded the floor temporarily 
the House joint resolution for the restoration 
of the personal property of the Mormon 
church in Utah npw in the of a 
receiver, about $300,000 in bonds, 
to the church for charitable uses, was report- 
ed back from the Judiciary committee by 
Mr. Telier with an amendment svecifying the 
uses to which the fund may be cealied. The 
amendment was agreed to and the joint reso- 
lution was passed. 

Mr. Peftfer resumed the floor and concluded 
his speech. 

Mr. Jones (Rep... Nev.) then proceeded to 
in continuation of the 
speech begun by him last week, this being the 
third installment of it. He argued that even 
under the operation of the Sherman act the 
supply of money was less than wants of 
the country required, and declared that the re- 
peal of that law would be one of the worst 
crimes that could be committed against 
society. He then yielded the floor with the 
understanding that he could continue it at a 
subsequent period. 

Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) then explained 
an interview credited to him in a New York 
journal in which he was made to say that the 
Vice-President would be killed in his seat if 
he dared to rule in a given way on a given 
question. He said that he had made no such 
utterance and that no conclusion from what 
he did say could be drawn more absurd and 
untrue.

Wasuinetos, D. C., Oct. 21.—The House 
was in session only three hours today, two- 
thirds of the time being devoted to the further 
consideration of the printing bill. It reached 
a vote, but; no quorum appearing, it went 
over until next week, when it will be the un- 
finished business at the first session. 

In the consideration morning hour the bill 
to submit the famous McGarrahan claim to 
the Rancho Panoche Grande to the Court of 
Private Lard Claims for investigation and 
finding came upas unfinished business, Mr. 
Pendieton withdrew the bill by unanimous 
consent, as there seems no prospect of secur- 
ing a quorum.

PARNELLITES PREPARING TO WORRY 
MR. GLADSTONE. 


Unless the Government Assents to a Bill 
Giving Financial Aid to Evicted Ten- 
ants in Ireland They WHl Withdraw 
Their Support from the Cabinet—Anti- 
Parnellites May Join Them and the 
Factions Be Reunited —The Premier 
Working on Welsh Disestablishment.

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—The Parnellites under 
the leadership of John and William Redmond 
are preparing to make trouble again for Mr. 
Gladstone. Unless the government will as- 
sent to the introduction of a bill giving finan- 
cial aid and compensation to the evicted ten- 
ants in Ireland, they will withdraw their sup- 
port from the Cabinet. Several anti-Parnell- 
ites, moreover, have agreed to follow the same 
line of action. 

John Morley, Irish Secretary, wishes to 
grant the Parnellite demands, but the ma- 
jority of the Ministers insist upon the neces- 
sity of fulfilling the pledges given to 
the Liberals, that the whole session next 
winter shall be devoted to the discus- 
sion of Englieh measures. The ultimate de- 
cision of the government will depend upon 
the strength of the Irish defection. The 
Parnellites will get their eviction bill if Mr. 
Gladstone’s majority seems likely to ‘be re- 
duced’ to the danger point and the fate of the 
governinent becomes involved. 

The anti-Parnellites have arranged to hold 
a conference with | the Parnellites early in 
November with a view toward restoring 
harmony between! the factions. They 
have been weakened greatly of late by 
the disaffection of John Barry and W. R. 
Reynolds and the} reports that others are 


about to “leave ir organization. Justin 
McCarthy Sleaaatty feels himself too 
old to stay e process of  disin- 
tegration and e offered to resign 


the leadership in favor of Arthur O’Connor, 
John Dillon, or Thomas Sexton.

Sexton Offered an Office. 

It is reported that John Morley has offered 
Thomas Sexton the post of Irish Commis- 
sioner of Kducation, urging upon him that 
the present is an opportune time for breaking 
the rule of the Nationglists against accepting 
offices from the British Ggvernment. Sexton, 
however willing he|may be to take the place, 
is not the man ta accept it without first 
obtaining the fulliaspent of his colleagues, 
ang this they are not likely to give.

Advises Import Duty on Silver. 

The Indian Goveynment cabled to London 
Tuesday to advise urgently that such a duty 
be placed upon the import of silver to 
India as would equalize the price 
of silver and the price of rupeés. The 
dispatch was debated in Council at the India 
Office, with the result that the suggestion of 
the Indian Government was condemned as 
untimely. The Earl of Kimberly’s response 
is understood to indicate, however, that in the 
near future the import duty will be imposed. 
The home government hesitates to take any 
action in the matter before the currency 
question in the United States shall be settled. 
For three months the Indian Council has 
been unable 'to sell bills, yet must payin Lon- 
don during the current financial year £18,- 
750,000. Against this the Council raised 
by the sale of drafts and debentures £7,- 
000,000. An Indian loan appears, there- 
fore, to be inevitable, 


Expect America to Call for Gold. 

Financial houses here concfir in expecting 
the United States to call for a gold loan, re- 
sulting in a large rise of the rates. The Statist 
holds that only the repeal of the Sherman act 
can restore confidence in America. By con- 
tinuing their present policy of obstruction, it 
says, the silver Senators in Washington may 
oblige the great capitalists who recently sent 
gold to the United States under the belief that 
the Sherman act would be repealed to with- 
draw their loans. ‘“‘If gold should again 
begin to be shipped from New York,” adds 
the writer, ‘‘ we shall have another scare.”’ 

For Local Option. 

A manifesto in favor of the local option 
liquor bill hasappeared over the signature of 
140 leaders among the workingmen. The 
labor members of Parliament who signed the 
manifesto are John Burns, Keir Hardie. John 
Wilson, Joseph Havelock Wilson, Samuel 
Woods, and Joseph Arch. The paperhas an 
important political bearing, as it imposes 
upon the government the necessity of hasten- 
ing forward the measure. In the face of the 
manifesto it will be alearly impossible for the 
Ministers toshirk ordelay the bill in the 
House of Commons. The Lords will reject 
the bill unlessit be accompanied ; with pro- 
visions fully sufficient to com te the 
publicans to be dispossessed.

Keely would place the motor entirely in my 
hands and allow me to investigate and per- 
form experiments unassisted. To this he 
agreed, but as I was unable to find time to 
visit America nothing has been done. 
Two days ago, however, I __ re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Moore written in 
Philadelphia saying that Mr. Keely had com- 
pleted hig system and no longer needs sym- 
pathy or indorsement. She says the whole 
matter will be made public in a few months, 
as soon as an operation for cataract on Keely’s 
eyes is concluded, Conterning the motor I 
have no opinion. Assuming, as I have been 
assured, that Mr. Keely is a truthful man act- 
ing in good faith with the public, he must be 
one of two things—a deluded enthusiast or 
a discoverer of a new principle in chemistry. 
He claims he obtains energy by disinte- 
gration of the elements (of oxygen and 
hydrogen). His special claim, I believe, is 
the disintegration of hydrogen itself into its 
elementary components, Now, there are no 
known or suspected facts in science so faras I 
know which would explain the introduction of 
energy in this way without supplying a far 
greater amount of energy than he used. 
I see no reason why Mr. Keely should select 
me to investigate. There is a plenty of scien- 
tists in America, like Rowland of Baltimore 
and Parker of Philadelphia, quite as compet- 
ent as myself,”’ .

Hungry Frenchman Causes Great Excite- 
ment by His Mantfestation of Disgust.

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SEE BISMARCK’S HAND 


PRONOUNCED OPPOSITION TO GER- 
MAN TAXATION PROJEOTS. 


A Serious Deadlock Exists and Another 
Conference of Ministers Has Suddenly 
Been Summoned—Officials Hopeful ofa 
Majority of Fifteen to Twenty in the 
Reichstag—Interest in the Capacity of 
the New War Minister—Bismarck Is 
Much Improved.

Bex, Oct. 21.—The government organs 
that have hitherto professed te consider the 
new -axation projects had been definitely 
settled among the federal States are now 
obliged to admit there are serious differences 
between the officials of the South German 
States and the imperial Ministers. As Wurt- 
emberg leads the opposition to Finance Min- 
ister Miguel’s taxation proposals there is a 
suspicion that Prince Bismarck has had a 
hand in the matter. 

During the Prince’s sojourn at Kissingen 
he was visited by Baron von Mittnacht, 
President of the Wurtemberg Council of Min- 
isters. It was then supposed the visit was one 
of courtesy only for the purpose of inquiring 
as to the Prince’s health, It is now said 
Prince Bismarck on that occasion suggested 
to Baron von Mittnacht to follow a course in 
the taxation proposals adverse to the imperial 
government. Whatever the truth may be it is 
certain a serious deadlock exists. The situ- 
ation is such that another conference of the 
Ministers has been suddenly summoned to 
meet here Monday with a view to calming the 
public agitation against the proposed tobacco 
imposts,| which are exciting more feeling than 
the proposed wine tax. 

The North German Gazette publishes an 
article to show that France, England, Italy, 
and Austria impose heavier taxes than those 
proposed by Germany to be placed on tobacco 
and wine. 


Confidence in Official Circles. 


Statistics may be more effective in debate 
in the Reichstag than in stilling the discon- 
tentevoked by the tobacco tax proposed. 
Notwithstanding the agitation against these 
proposals there is ne abatement of confidence 
in official circles that all the proposals, with 
those concerning vine slightly modified, will 
ultimately pass the Reichstag.

Brosart-Schillendorff, as a parliamentary de- 
bater and tactician, Gen. von Kalterborn- 
Stachau owes his retirement from the posi- 
tion to his incompetency as ‘a parliamenta- 
rian. He was an admirable Minister so far as 
knowing every detail of the War Office 
was concerned, but he was incapable of re- 
plying to the attacks of hostile members 
of the Reichstag.

He at one time commanded 
the Third Army Corps, and at the time of his 
elevation to the ministry was in command of 
the Tenth Army Corps, stationed in Hanover, 
He is 60 years of age and is alert and keen 
mentally and physically. 

Possibly it is not in any wise the Emperor’s 
fault, but within five years he has used in suc- 
cession in the War Office Gens. Kameke, Brou- 
sart von Schillendorff, Verdy du Vernois, and 
Von Kalterborn-Stachu. This is suggestive 
of some defect in hie knowledge of men. 

New Forts are Needed, 

Prince Albucht will preside Tuesday at the 
meeting of the Landesverthegungs Com- 
mission to consider the imminent necessity of 
new fort works on the east and west German 
frontiers. Special consideration will be 
given to the Emperor’s scheme for the 
eonstruction of a new chain of works 
northeast, from Metz to the Baltic 
Sea and North Sea Canal. The com- 
mission has directed the German customs au- 
thorities to supply it with statistics concern- 
ing the vessels plying . between the Baltic and 
North Seas and all those trading from Baltic 
ports to ports beyond the North Sea. The 
commission’s object in getfing these figures is 
to estimate the traffic that will probably go 
through the North Sea Canal. 

Bismarck Greatly Improved. 

The condition of Prince Bismarck has bo 
improved that Princess Bismarck has been 
able to leave Friedrichsruhe and go to Schon- 
hausen to see her daughter-in-law, Countess 
Herbert. Prince Bismarck wants to start for 
Varzin. He*has sent orders to prepare for 
his reception there, but Dr. Schweninger, his 
physician, vetoed the change, not because the 
Prince could not stand the journey, but in 
order to keep him in his present routine and 
favorable surroundings. 

Guests of Grand Duke of Hesse. 

Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Zerge and 
Grand Duke Paul of Russia, who have been 
visiting Queen Victoria, are guests of the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, who is the brother of 
Grand Duchess Zerge. ‘The Czar forbade 
them to visit Paris during the furor attend- 
ing the reception of the Russian naval offi- 
cers. 

M. De Giers Has a Relapse. 

The Cologne Gazette says M. de Giers, the 
Russian Prime Minister, has suffered a re- 
lapse. It is reported Baron Mohrenheim will 
succeed him as Foreign Minister. Russian 
officials discredit the report, which, if it 
should prove true, would make a bad outlook 
for Russian-German entente.

Archduke Albrecht, of Austria, will be in 
Dresden tomorrow for the celebration of the 
semi-centennial military jubilee of the King 
of Saxony. He will present the Emperor 
Francis Joseph's felicitations tothe venerable 
King. The Archduke holds the highest at- 


_tainable military rank in his country, that of 


Field Marshal, as weil as General Inspector 
of the Austrian army. The Emperor William 
will also participate in the Dresden festival 
and the occasion will probably be one of the 
most memorable of the kind in recent Ger- 
man history, 

Increased Emigration from Germany. 

Emigration from Germany shows a consid- 
erable increase in September compared with 
the corresponding month of last year, when 
the cholera raged in Hamburg. A totul of 
7,123 emigrated during September of this 
year; 3,434 last year. Of these 3,678 left 
Bremen, 2,238 Hamburg, 978 Antwerp, 210 
Rotterdam and Amsterdam. Besides the 
German emigrants 7,065 emigrants from 
other countries were shipped from German 
ports to America, of which 5,352 left Bremen 
and 1,713 Hamburg. 

Creosote to Cure Tuberculosis, 

A subject exciting great interest in medical 
circles is the cure of tuberculosis through the 
use of creosote. This new method has for its 
chief exponent J. Summerbrodt, who has just 
published an interesting work. He says he has 
treated not only lung affections, but laryngal 
diseases with creosote, and the results at- 
tained are highly satisfactory. He has con- 
stantly used the new agent since 1878 in all 
cases of tuberculosis that came under his 
treatment. Creosote has a direct anti-ba- 
ciliary effect on the system and after 
its use the patient’s appetite returns in 
an unusually powerful degree, so much so 
that it becomes a possible darger if not coun- 
teracted. An increase, however, in the weight 
of the body is secured and the road to recov- 
ery has in a measnre been found. No par- 
ticulars are given yet as to the method o 
treatment, ' 

Caprivi Sues for Libel. 

Count Caprivi has entered criminal pro- 
ceedings against Maximilian Harden, editor 
of Zukunft, for libel.

PRIVATE FUNERAL OF M'MAHON, 


Services Delayed by Lateness of Train of 
Mourners from Paris. 

Paris, Oct. 21.—The private funeral of 
Marshal MacMahon was to have taken place 
at 11 o'clock this morning, but owing 
to the lateness of the special train 
carryi the mourners from Puris to 
Mont Cresson it was delayed until noon. 
The procession then left the house, the Pres- 
ident and local officials ing the coffin.

sons, .Patrice and Emanuel. Their 
mother did not follow the remains through 
the village, but drove directly to the church. 
An immense crowd had gathered in the vill- 
age streets..In the’ church the officers and 
delegates of the Jockey club and the Society 
for Relief of the Wounded had taken seats 
back of those reserved for the mourners. Every- 
where the people displayed deep regret and 
emotion. The bells in the village began to 
toll as the procession left the house, and con- 
tinued until sundown. Thecoffin was covered 
with flowers, and the altar was half buried in 
wreaths. The finest memorial pieces 
were sent by the townspeople of 
Montargist and the Jockey club. 
Four prelates officiated. The rector of Ma- 
genta, Italy, who came from the town of Mac- 
Mahon’s great battle to attend the funeral, 
assisted, and the rector of Mont Cresson 
preached the sermon... After the religicus 
services the coffin was carried to the 
church portal, where the Mayor of 
Mont Cresson delivered a funeral ora- 
tion. He recalled to memory the 
day when the townspeople had raised tri- 
umphal arches to celebrate the home-coming 
of the then hero of the Malakoff.

All these fétes and manifestations seem to 
assure to Europe a long peace. Just now, 
however, it is impossible here in Paris to talk 
pélitics to the diplomats or to the Ministers 
who are preoccupied with the Russian fates, 
but according to advices received from other 
European capitals the pessimistic impression 
which recently prevailed has disappeared. t 
is understood everywhere that the Franco 
Russian understanding isa pacificone. 

The gala performance at the overa, which 
has been postponed to Tuesday, is causing 
tnuch excitement among Parisians on ac- 
cont of the way the invitations have been dis- 
tributed. There were only 1,800 seats at the 
disposal of the committee and they received

VAN ALEN’S CAREER IN ENGLAND. 


Sold His Horses Last March, Saying He 
Was Going to Kome. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Lowpox, Oct. 21.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—The interesting fact has been de- 
_ veloped by inquiries that during J. J. Van 
Alen’s last visit to England in March 
last he announced to the members of 
his household that he was to receive the 
appointment of Minister to Italy in March. 
After having held Melton Hall, Foxhall 
Keene’s place at Melton. Mowbray, he sud- 
denly stopped hunting and announced the sale 
of his horses, These Were eight in number 
and all picked animals fetching extraordinary 
prices at Leicestér, where they were 
sold in April, the average price of the lot 
_ Seing over 200 guineas. Van Alen was proud 
of his horses and for many seasons has been 
quite as ardent in fox hunting as the most 
 @nthusiastic Englishman. He gave publicly 
as the reason for the sale the fact that he was 
going to Rome as American Minister 
and should remain there for several 
years. This was generally commented 
On among his neighbors at the time, and the 
belief existing among several of his triends 
pen at Leamington today was that the aug- 
mentation of his social position was Van 
on’s only reason for seeking the office. 

In the winter of 1891 and 1892 he took 
Berricote, an elegant country place of twenty- 
two acres about two miles from Leamington, 
Warwickshire, which is one of the best-known 
hunting districts in England. He was 
mot known there, having made his 
first visit in company with his father as far 
back as 1873. Later the old General and 
Mrs. Van Alen occupied West Hill,a hand- 
some place adjoining Berricote, .Young Van 
Alen hanted at this time, though less ostenta- 
tiously, and the family was well known there, 
the General exciting some hostility in con- 
sequence of his ardent Gladstonianism. He 
rode with Gladstone from Euston to Learh- 
ington on one of the former's trips to 
Midlothian and shortly after publicly de- 
nounced Lord Beaconstield as a lickspittle, a 
liberty so little to the liking of Leamington 
society that it is still treasured up against 
him. His son however, was _ultra- 
- Conservative in his sympathies, his sympathy 

with Salisbury, as against Gladstone, being 
also Giten and frankly stated in the course 
of many dinner parties to the neighboring 
gentry which he gave when living 
at Berricote. These dinner parties 
were remarkable of their kind. 

They usually numbered from fourteen 
to eighteen guests and were so lavish as to ex- 
cite general comment. He had asuperb chef, 
Massa by name, who enjoyed asalary of £500 
and had carte blanche in ordering. The 
Paris markets were drawn~—upon freely 
whenever there was a dinner party 
in hand and asparagus at $15 per 
hundred, French capons, strawberries, and 
forced fruits at any cost are items which are 
still remembered.

Mr. Van Alen’s appointment as Ambasaa- 
dor excites surprise at Leamington from the 
fact that diplomacy seemed to be the last 
thing he was interested in. Good living, a 
gentlemanly life of pleasure and riding to 
hounds, notwithstanding a rather awkward 
seat in the saddie, seemed to be the chief ob- 
jects of his existence, while that seriousness 
of purpose and breadth of political and social 
qualities which are commonly supposed to con- 
stitute the mental equipment of an Ambassa- 
dor were noteven suggested by his mode of 
life or conversation. He had no house in 
Londen, his residence here being the Park 
Place Hotel, a small and rather dismal 
hostelry in Park place off St. James street. 
It is stated that it was sup 
posed in Leamimgton that he was a 
member ‘of the Brooks and the Junior Carlton 
club, though he does not belong to either, 
His only club so far as can be definitely 
learned is Thatched House in St. James 
street, a very good club, but not socially no- 
table.

Meanwhile, the time of Par- 
liament will be given to various great En- 
glish, Scotch, and Welsh measures of reform 
which were promised in the New Castle pro- 
gram, but to which no attention could be 
given in the last session. John Redmond 
representing eight Irish votes besides his own, 
has threatened that he will oppose the Minis- 
try in everything unless the‘home rule bill is 
again introduced. Even though, however, 
hese- nine votes, counting eighteen in 
all, according to actual count, go 
into the opposition lobby, Mr. Gladstone will 
still have left a sufficient working majority if 
the rest of the Irish votes remain steudfast to 
his control. No Irish leader has expressed 
himself on this point since Mr. Redmond’s 
speech last Monday, or, indeed, since Mr. 
Gladstone and Home Secretary Asquith out- 
lined the ministerial program. 

Mr. Asquith has promised, however, the 
complete and hearty codperation of all the 
McCarthy following. The Britjsh Liberals, 
he said, have subordinated great measures of 
legislative:reform in order that they might 
concentrate their energies upon the loyal 
exeeution of duties which they’ owed to 
their Irish allies. “‘I speak with most assured 
conviction,” he added, *“‘when I say that we 
wish to receive from them like consideration 
and like coéperation in all the ends we have in 
view.”’ Referring to Mr. Redmond’s threats 
he believed they will receive no real support 
in Ireland. 

“It is upon the cordial, continuous, unbro- 
ken alliance of the democracy of Ireland and 
the democracy, of Great Britain,’ he said 
with great truth, “* that the chance of secur- 
ing ends which are dear to us entirely de- 
pends. That alliance has stood the strain of 
seven years of hard fought conflict, and for 
my part Iam perfectly certain it will endure 
to the end.”’ 

Lord Salisbury, on his part, has made this 
week veiled threats that the Lords will throw 
out one or more of the proposed English re- 
forms when they come up from the Com- 
mons. To this Mr. Asquith vigorously re- 
plies that dissolution will then follow very 
shortly. for the ministry will not be slow to 
respond toan appeal of the opposition to 
take the opinion of the country upon whether 
the ministry properly represents the country. 

Lord Salisbury has seized upon the Franco- 
Russian demonstrations of this week to make 
the point that England’s safety from foreign 
attack has need of being zealously guarded, 
and gives expression to the fear that Irish 
home control in the event of war 
either with France or the United 
States would make the eastern coast 
of Ireland a certain menace to the mouths of 
the Mersey, the Clyde, and the Avon. Mr. 
Asquith in effect replies that Ireland’s unsat- 
isfactory but rightful: demands make it now 
practically a hostile country. ‘Give her 
home rule,” he says, *“‘and you make her a 
firm and serviceable ally.” 

The English press continues to comment 
with the utmost good nature upon the French 
demonstrations, and, except for Lord Salis- 
bury’s obviously partisan allusion, there is no 
public evidence that the presumptive alliance 
effects even a tremor as to England’s future 
precarious condition. 


Italy’s Financial Distress. 


Italy’s financial distress, as made startlingly 
evidentin Sig. Giolitti’s address, receives 
much more serious attention. It is universal- 
ly accepted that the present condition 
must speedily end in national bankruptcy 
unless prompt aid comes from the outside. 
The Premier's financial reformsin the opin- 
ion of every daily and weekly English nhews- 
paper cannot possibly be carried out. The 
national debt now amounts to considerably 
over $2,000,000,000, and the proposed 
reforms, even if carried out, will real- 
ly reduce the ability of its people to 
pay. Uniess Italy therefore can obtain 
substantial loans from either of the other two 


members of the triple alliance or from En-¥* 


gland, which may be regarded as a silent 
partner in that compact, it must reduce 
both its army and naval equipment to 
a point which will no longer make it a 
seryiceabie party to the alliance. ‘ Hence 
Italy’s reception of the British fleet is con- 
sidered here of more interest to England than 
the possible consequences which may result 
to it from Admiral Avelan’s visit and his 
hysterical reception. 


Gounod and MacMahon. 


The deaths of Gounod and of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon have brought out floods of published 
reniiniscences occupying more space in En- 
gland than even in France, The opera of 
** Faust’ when first offered to ate operat- 
ic manager Gye was refus by him 
because he could perceive nothing in it

lutions of thanks to the | press, pages, gate: 
keepers, and officers, so that the effective list 
as adopted may be summarized thus: 

The W. ©, T. U. pledged its support to th 
Prohibition party; demanded that aliens shoul 
become thoroughly familiaf with the laws and 
institutions of the Nation before they were 
granted franchises; demapded that the various 
States raise the age of consent to 18 years; con: 
demned the World’s Fair officials “for their law: 
less disregard of the expressed will of the people 
in keeping the World's’ Fair open Sunday’ ; 
discountenanced the ecard table in clubs, 
and progressive games of all sorts in 
the homes of Christian women; congratu: 
lated the women of Michigan upon their 
success in securing muni¢ipal suifrage and de 
claring the organization would continue to work 
with them for full suffrage; expressing to Lady 
Henry Somerset the deep peers of the union for 
her tender care of Frances E. Willard in her ill- 
ness and conveying through her a message of 
love from the most * faithful constituency in the 
world,” 

A resolution ask.ng that the women of the 
W. C. T, U. take up individually the work of 
raising funds to pay off the Temple debt, and 
approving the management of its affairs, wad 
laid aside under the rule referred to relating 
to department work. It was 7:45 o'clock 
when the caqnvention adjourned. 

But one inciden ruffled the serene monot- 
ony of the proceedings af the morning. The 
convention was about to vote upon the list 
of superintendents when Mrs. Thurman of 
Jackson County, Michigan,a colored dele- 
gate, vehementiy protested because colored 
women had been ignored in the nominations 
made. She wanted to knowif there was a 
color line in W. C. T. U. work and said while 
ali professed to work together irrespective of 
coler the colored people were ignored in a 
way that seemed to indicate that the color line 
was rather sharply drawn. She moved thata 
department of colored work be estabished 
with a colored woman as superintendent. 
Mrs. Griffith of the District of Columbia 
thought that to establisha department for 
colored work would be making the very dis- 
tinction Mrs. Thurman objected to. Never- 
theless, if the colored people wanted a de- 
partrnent she is perfectly willing they shouid 
have it. The previous question was ordered 
and MrsThurman’s motion was carried ugan- 
imously.

Such a compromise would add $125,000,- 
000 to the stock of silver money, worth in- 
trinsically only 57 cents on the dollar, but 
would not add acent to the scanty stock of 
gold which must be relied on to keep that 
overvalued silver money at par. The prop- 
osition to retire from circulation greenbacks 
and Treasury notes under $10, which are 
specifically redeemable in gold, and replace 
thein with silver certificates and silver doliars 
which are not thus specifically redeemable 
would tend to create the impression that the 
government was preparing to call in all the 
money it was pledged directly to redeem in 
gold. The effect would not be a happy one. 

Were such a compromise as this to be 
passed by the united Democratic vote and re- 
ceive the President’s approval he probably 
would have to call Congress together again 
in special session to see what it could do to 
lift the country from the silver standard, to 
which it would have slumped, to the gold one. 
The silver money is at par now, though there 
is but a little over eighty millions of gold to 


people generally have believed that the silver 
purchases would be stopped and gold bonds 
sold. Ifthe people are given to understand 
that neither of these is to be done, then look 
out for squalls. 

This is a compromise for which no Repub- 
lican can vote without stultifying himself.

World’s Fair. Manufacturers who shut down 
during the panic have tdken back a part of 
their men—as many as the market for their 
products would justify—and they will go 
ahead manufacturing as long as they can find 
& market. ' 

During the rest of this month there will be 
no lack of employment in Chicago. The 
pinch will come in November after the clos- 
ing of the Exposition, Then the street rail- 
road companies will cut down the number of 
men. Merchants will discharge the superflu- 
ous clerks. Many of the hotels will be closed, 
and not one of them will need the large force 
it does now. There will be a general retrench.- 
ment after the World’s Fair guests have gone, 
Which will make work hard to find during the 
Winter months. But that can be endured 
providing there is satisfactory assurance of 
good times inthe spring. If the conditions 
are such then that capitaligts feel justified in 
putting up new buildings, that manufacturers 
are reasonably confident they can find a 
market for their goods, and that storekeepers 
are convinced they can sell their wares and 
get paid for them, there will be profitable 
employment for all. 

Whether the coming spring will be what 
Chicagoans wish it to be will depend entirely 
on the action of Congress regarding the cur- 
rency. If by its failure to do anything or by 
its acceptance of some compromise ‘which 
will be a surrender to the free-silverites it 
leaves the people in a state of doubt as to 
whether the currency is to be a fixed and 
stable or a fluctuating one, there will be hard 
times in this city next year and the number 
of the unemployed will be great. ;No 
manufacturer will wish to turn out goods to 
be sold on time when he does not know 
whether he will be paid for them in 57-cent 
of 100-cent dollars. No merchant will be 
anxious to make sales to country customers 
when he does not know whether they will pay 
him in good or bad money. Banks will be 
reluctant to lend 100-cent dollars when they 
can have no assurance that they will not be 
repaid in an infegior currency. 

If Congress will act wisely and promptly 
and assure the country that the currency is to

plan for improvement and for the collection 
of more money to be expended on the work, 
The good example wuuld be followed by In- 
diana, Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, and other 
States, the wheelmen of which would be en- 
couraged to action by the success of the move- 
ment in Lilinois.

Then they can increase 
the use and enjoyment of the new mode of 
locomotion. The farmer’s son can leave his 
horse at home, mount his wheel for a journey 
to the village and back, bringing with 
him on the return light packages if necessary 
for the household and be back to his work 
within an hour or two. The young women 
will follow the example set by their brothers 
and cousins. The bicycle will become the 
favorite means of personal locomotion in the 
country, while the vehicle drawn by horses 
will be always available for the taking of 
produce to market and the carrying back of 
bulky goods to the farm. The whole situation 
will be changed from present conditions un- 
der which the average farin is practically 
isolated from all the world outside during a 
greater part of every year because of the ab- 
sence of good wagon roads.

Dire Results Predicted in the Financial 
World as the Aftermath of the Exposi- 
tion, Said by a New York Banker to Be 
the Views of People Who Have Never 
Been in Chicago—No Collapse Will Fol- 
low=—Improved Condition of Clearing- 
House Banks. 

_ New Yorx, Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Now that 

the World’s Fair is drawing to a close Wall 
street is advancing a good many theories as 

to what will happen as a consequence. For a 

long time the bears have been considering 

that there will be a serious situation as svon 

as the Fair is over. Railway traffic and to a 

large extent general trade have been affected, 

they claim, by the exceptional conditions 
brought about by the Fair. It has been their 
claim that just as soon as people stopped 
rushing to the Fair and spending their money 
in preparation for the trip hard times would 
be more assertive than heretofore. It 


has been a little difficult to follow 
closely the gentlemen making these argu- 
ments. They have affected to believe 
that conservatism hus been put 


wholly aside by the Fair. This is so widely 
distant from the facts that observers of the 
* real conditions have insisted on being excused 
from joining in any such bear theorizing. 
The choicest argument of the Senators of dis- 
aster has been that Chicago would be the cen- 
ter of happiness for some time to come, be- 
cause Chicago has been caught in exaggerated 
speculations in real estate and the like which, 
as soon as the Fair is over, will have to be 
liquidated and can only be closed out at tre- 
mendous and devastating sacrifices. We have 
been hearing violent predictions of this sort 
for months past. Had the prophets been 
able to see only half of their forecasts come 
true Chicago by this time would have been a 
heap of rubbish. Asa matter of fact, people 
who have never been to Chicago know nothing 
of financial conditions in Chicago and have 
as a qualification for their right to prophesy 
only their own ignorance.

UNION PACIFIC'S EMIGRANT TRAFFIC, 


Position of Road Damaging to Western 
Passenger Association. 


Uniess the Union Pacific changes its posi- 
tion very materially on the European emi- 
grant question the condition of the Western 
Passenger Association is precarious. The 
Union Pacific has changed about on the ques- 
tion since it went into the hands of receiv- 
ers. Prior to that time it 
with the policy of establishing a 
joint agency in New York and allowing the 
Chairinan of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion to distribute the business among the com- 
peting roads. This, it was thought, would do 
away with the payment of excessive commis- 
sions and render the roads independent of the, 
First Ward emigrant agents in New York, 
who have systematically bled them in the 
past. Now the Union Pacific says it will not 
be a party to such an arrangement unless the 
Canadian Pacific, the Great Northern, the 
Northern Pacific, and the Southern Pacific 
also become parties. There is little hope of 
them doing so, and if the Union 
Pacific stands by its threat the 
whole arrangement proposed will fall through 
and the emigrant agents will retain their as- 
cendency. This will have the effect of de- 
moralizing rates. The Santa Fé does not hes- 
itate to sfate that if things go as they have 
gone heretofore it will withdraw from the as- 
sociation and place domestic rates on a parity 
with emigrant rates both east and west of the 
Missouri Kiver. The position of the Union 
Pacific cannot be understood by its compet- 
itors. While the Canadian Pacific and other 
Northern roads may keep rates demoralized 
to Northern Pacific coast points they have 
nothing to do with rates to Colorado, Utah, 
and Southe rn Califoruia points,

In this 
way not only accidents caused by the inattention 
or fee’ = = fle of the engineer would be almost 
surely obviated but misinterpretation of and 
mistakes in orders themselves would be liable to 
be detected in time to prevent harm. The dis- 
atches say the horror near Battle Creek occurred 
Geoaues the engineer of the train going east dis- 
obeyed an order by not stopping at Nichols to 
allow the west-bound train to pass—a case per- 
haps of forgetfulness. Lapses of memory, as 
we all know, will sometimes occur with the most 
careful. Many of the other recent calamities on 
rail can be traced to the lapse of memory or 
fault of one or two men, which might have beea 
avoided had there been more eyes turned in the 
direction of lurking danger. Suitable reward 
might well be allowed any subordinate for dis- 


covering a vital error in an order di- 
recting the movements of a train 
and for first signaling disobedience 


of an order. There would thus be a double mo- 
tive to vigilance on the part of train, men—their 
own safety and the hope of gain. [tis worthy 
the consideration of railroad companies whether 
they are not justly chargeabie with negligence in 
a moral as well as legal sense in risking so much 
to a single memory when they could just as well 
bring enough others to.its aid to insure against 
lapses of recollection.
